AN ACT to Authorize the Supervisor of Any County of 
this State to Exchange Convict Labor with any 
other County, and to make Contracts for Hire with 
regard to the same. 

Section i. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina, That from and after the passage of supervisors 
this Act, whenever in the judgment of the Board of County viSs to other 
Commissioners of any county of this State, there shall not be a 
sufficient number of convicts sentenced to work on the public 
works of such county to warrant the expense of maintaining a 
county chain-gang, the Supervisor of such county shall be au- 
thorized to contract with the Supervisor of any other county in 
the State for the placing of said convicts into the custody of 
and upon the chain-gang of said other county, for such a period 
and upon such terms and conditions as may be mutually agreed 
upon by said Supervisors so contracting : Provided, That said 
contract shall require payment of a reasonable price therein to 
be stipulated, for the work of said convicts, or shall provide for 
an equal exchange of convict labor between the counties so con- 
tracting. 

Sec. 2. The Supervisor of any county of this State is hereby supervisors 
authorized to contract with the Supervisor of any other county convieuabor! 
of this State, desiring to hire out convicts or to exchange con- 
vict labor as herein provided, upon such terms as may be mu- 
tually agreed upon ; and to this end said Supervisors are hereby 
vested with all necessary powers as if said convicts were con-

Section i. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
Magistrates' State of South Carolina, Thai section 8 of an Act entitled "An 
xxVi.^ 8 472; Act to provide for the appointment of Magistrates, and to define 
amende . ^^ j vn-isdictioTi, powers and duties," approved 2d day of 
March, A. D. 1897, and all Acts and parts of Acts amendatory 
of the said section 8, shall be and remain as now provided, ex- 
cept the following additional and further amendments to the 
said section 8 shall take effect on and after the approval of this 
Act, to wit: the several subdivisions or sub-titles of said sec- 
tions, referring to the several counties which are hereinafter 
named, shall be so amended as to read as follows : 
Magistrates Abbeville County — There shall be appointed at Abbeville 
county. Court House, one Magistrate, who shall receive a salary of one 

hundred and fifty dollars, and one for each of the following 
places, viz : Lowndesville, Calhoun Falls, Due West, Donalds, 
Lebanon, and Mt. Carmel, each of whom shall receive a salary 
of fifty dollars ; and one for each of the following places, viz :

of Town and City Charters. 

Section i. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
How city and State of South Carolina, That on and after the approval of this 
town^chartera ^ c ^ ^ c j iarter or articles of incorporation of any city or town 
•mended. j n ^.j^g State, whether such city or town was originally incor- 
porated by Act of the General Assembly or under the general 
law by the Secretary of State, may be amended in any particu- 
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lar, not inconsistent with the Constitution and laws of the State, A - D - 18W - 
in the following manner : A petition shall first be submitted to 
the town or city council by a majority of the freeholders of such 
town or city, praying that an election be ordered, to ascertain 
whether such amendment or amendments ought to be made or 
not; whereupon, the said council shall order an election, after 
not less than ten days public advertisement. At such election, 
each amendment shall be voted upon separately, and the tickets 
or ballots shall be prescribed by the said council in such way as- 
to plainly express the will of the voter as to each question sub- 
mitted. At such election the qualified electors of the munici- 
pality shall be allowed to vote on the question or questions of 
the proposed amendment or amendments, at the usual voting 
places, in a box provided for the purpose at each voting place. 
If a majority of the votes cast be ascertained and declared to 
be in favor of any or all of the proposed amendments, then the 
said council shall publish the result of said election, and declare 
the adopted amendment or amendments to be a part of the char- 
ter of incorporation of such city or town, plainly showing the 
reading of the parts involved as amended, and shall forthwith 
file with the Secretary of State, a copy of such declaration ;
